"The solution of the road prob-

poaaible every year, and apaoding no- 
tklMi'oa tbe dirt roada exeapit what 
Ir, absolutely Aeceneary." 

Supervisor Johnson states that this 
year the rounty has Kraveled :!,"> 
miles of ita roads, at an average roRt 
of 1600 a mile. The exact figures 
^Ta not yat been prepared, but $600 
wifl be about the average coat. 

Some of the gravel roads comim- 
nies used to have to pay as much as 
$22110 a mile for graveling the roada, 
and the cost to tho county ia believed 
to l>e quite raaaonabla.
